VENEZUELA. 

Yellow fever in Valencia and Caracas. 

La Guaira, Venezuela, November 8, 1902 

Sie : I have the honor to state that under date of August 25th ultimo, 
I reported to the Secretary of the Treasury, Washington, D. C, that 
yeilow fever had made its appearance in Valencia, Venezuela. At the 
same time I informed the health authorities in Porto Eico of the exist- 
ence of the disease. 

Since then (September ultimo), yellow fever has appeared in Caracas 
and there have been a number of deaths from it. It is impossible to 
obtain official data concerning the number of cases and deaths. How- 
ever, I have not given any clean bills of health at this port since August 
25, 1902, owing to the close proximity of Caracas. 

The disease is now reported to be diminishing and as soon as it 
entirely disappears I will give clean bills of health, and report the 
matter to your Department.

Canada — British Columbia — Victoria. — Month of October, 1902. Esti- 
mated population, 21,000. Total number of deaths, 28, including 2 
from tuberculosis. 

Prance — Roubaix. —Month of October, 1902. Estimated population, 
124,660. Total number of deaths, 16 L, including enteric fever, 1 ; 
scarlet fever, 3 ; smallpox, 1, and 1 from whooping cough. 

Chile — Antofagasta. — Month of September, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 16,000. Total number of deaths, 46, including enteric fever, 2, 
and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Germany — Magdeburg. — Month of August, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 228,130. Total number of deaths, 327, including diphtheria, 1 ; 
measles, 3 ; whooping cough, 2, and 22 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Weimar. — Month of September, 1902. Estimated population, 29,116. 
Total number of deaths, 45. No contagious diseases. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended November 1, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 27,460. Total number of deaths, 13. No deaths from conta- 
gious diseases. 
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Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended October 25, 
1902, correspond to an annual rate of 16.9 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 14,862,163. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and seven deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 32; scarlet fever, 14; 
diphtheria, 18; whooping cough, 14; enteric fever, 7, and diarrhea, 
53. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 16 
per 1,000. In Greater London 1,924 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 6 from diphtheria, 3 from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 1 from smallpox, and 3 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 25, 1902, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 23.4 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,092,401. The lowest rate was recorded in Lisburn, 
viz, 4.5, and the highest in Dublin, viz, 30.0 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 223 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 2; enteric 
fever, 1 ; scarlet fever, 3 ; whooping cough 1, and 28 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended October 25, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 16.8 per 1,000 
of the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 11.2, and the highest in Greenock, viz, 19.7, 
per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 543, including diphtheria, 5 ; measles, 2 ; scarlet fever, 10, and 7 
from whooping cough. 

Italy — Milan. — Month of September^ 1902. Estimated population, 
502,224. Total number of deaths, 775, including diphtheria, 16; enteric 
fever, 51 ; measles, 3, and 111 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten) days ended October 20, 1902. Estimated 
population, 131,700. Total number of deaths not reported. Forty-one 
deaths from cholera reported. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended October 18, 1902. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 5,000, including troops and prisoners. Total number of deaths, 
8, including 1 from enteric fever. 

Spain — Corunna. — Month of October, 1902. Census population, 
44,000. Total number of deaths, 158, including enteric fever, 42, and 
22 from tuberculosis. 

Malaga. — Month of September, 1902. Estimated population, 131,063. 
Total number of deaths; 291, including enteric fever, 1, and 10 from 
smallpox. 

Vigo. — Month of October, 1902. Estimated populatioa, 22,000. 
Total number of deaths, 41, including 1 from smallpox*
